Marble Cake 


From: Better Homes and Gardens Cookbook 
Submitted by: Abbi Wilson KFSBEW 


2 Cups of all purpose flour 
1 1/2 Teaspoons baking powder 
1/2 Teaspoon baking soda 
3/4 Cup butter or margarine 
1 1/4 Cups sugar 
2 Teaspoons vanilla 
2 Eggs 


INSTRUCTIONS: 

1. Grease a 13x9x2 inch pan and set aside. Combine flour, baking powder, 
baking soda and 1/4 teaspoon of salt. Set aside. 

2. Ina mixing bowl, beat butter for 30 seconds. Add sugar and vanilla; beat 
until fluffy. Add eggs one at a time, blending well after each. Add dry 
mixture and milk alternately to beaten mixture, beating on low speed af- 
ter each addition just till combined. 

3. Transfer 1 1/2 cups of the batter into another bowl and stir in the choco- 
late-flavored syrup. Pour the light batter into the prepared pan. Then, 
gently pour chocolate batter atop the light batter, spreading evenly. 

4. Swirl a butter knife through the two layers in various patterns to marble. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 30-35 minutes, or until a wooden toothpick 
comes out clean. Top with chocolate frosting, or eat plain. Whichever to 
your liking.
